Committee Insists On 
Economy Despite Warning 


The Andover School Com- 
mittee once again has charged 
the administration to come up 
with a ’74-’75 budget that won’t 
jack up the tax rate - - despite 
warnings Tuesday night that tow- 
ing that dollar line would mean a 
decrease in present school ser- 
vices. 

The committee had previously 
asked for a budget that would not 
increase the school portion of the 
town budget - - in other words, 
keep it to any increase in the tax 
base. 

But Tuesday night, Superinten- 
dent Kenneth R. Seifert said a 


“conservative’’ $813,700 increase 
in the school budget would be 
needed simply to maintain pre- 
sent services. 

Based on a guestimate of a 3 
per cent tax base increase, or 
$400,082, that would put such a 
budget about $410,029 above the 
school committee guidelines at 
the start. 

While the committee wasn’t 
firm on cutting that estimated 
$400,000 in present services, they 
did ask for a breakdown in ser- 
vices that would be lost. That list 
is expected to be presented at the 
next school committee meeting. 

Seifert projected a $503,204 in- 
crease in teachers’ salaries, 
bringing that total next year to 
$6,793,251. He said that was an 
eight per cent increase, but 
emphasized that it would not 
mean that everyone in the 
system would get an eight per 
cent raise. 

Taken into account, he said, 
are pay for substitutes and the 
like, but not additional teachers 
required by any additional pop- 
ulation growth. 

The administration also pro- 
jected a 20 per cent increase in 


expenses, or $310,496 above this 
year’s budget of $1,552,432. 

Seifert called that 20 per cent a 
“very conservative estimate,’ 
based on increases in the price of 
paper, fuel and the like. 

Business Manager Edward A. 
Weil said the three per cent tax 
base increase was the ‘best 
guess’ of a town official, who 
said that because Hewlett - 
Packard and IGA will not be on 
the tax rolls until January, no 
benefit can be derived from them 
until 1975. 

If the tax base were to increase 
four per cent, however, it would 
leave only a $330,848 difference 
between the school committee’s 
guidelines and the ad- 
ministration’s estimated budget 
and if it were five per cent, the 
difference would be only $253,108. 

Committeeman William Lane 
added that the preliminary 
budget did not take into account 
any surplus the schools might 
turn back to the town at the end 
of the year, so the differences 
would, in fact, be even smaller. 

“The level of present services

Further Problem 
Plagues Finish Of 


Treatment Plant

Andover’s long-delayed water 
treatment plant faces further 
problems before being placed 
into operation, with the contrac- 
tors and town officials conferring 
this week in an effort to get the 
project completed. 

Due to be in service last Dec. 
24, the project is now bogged 
down due to improper intake 
pipes leading to the plant from 
Haggetts pond. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, Public Works Director 
Robert E. McQuade and 
representatives of the engineers 
and contractors were closeted 
Wednesday attempting to deter- 
mine how best to remove the un- 
satisfactory pipes from the water 
and replace them. 

Three sections of pipe are in- 
volved, the town manager 
reported. 

Wednesday’s session was the 
second this week in an effort to 
resolve the matter, in view of the 
pipes already being installed. 

Austin feels that once this 
matter is cleared up, then the 
treatment plant can finally be 
put into operation.

The plant, which is to take 
water from the Merrimack river 
and treat it before placing it in 
Haggetts for storage, is being 
built with local and federal funds. 

It is now ten months behind a 
revised completion date 
schedule. 

The town had granted an exten- 
sion to the general contractor 
last year. Originally the plant 
was due for completion in the 
early fall of 1973. 

Following negotiation between 
the contractor and engineers, the 
date was revised to Dec. 24, 1973. 

Earlier this year there were 
predictions the plant would be in 
operation by late spring, then 
early fall.

Andover Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert told the 
School Committee Tuesday night 
that he had asked each school ad- 
ministrator and the business 
manager to come up with ways to 
cut costs and save fuel, and then 
an interim report would be 
forthcoming. 

Meanwhile, at least West 
School has sent home the 
message that it would set the 
thermostats back at least three 
degrees, and asked the parents to 
provide sweaters for the 
youngsters. 

Seifert said that the State 
Superintendent of Education had 
indicated that if the shortage is 
serious enough, there may be a 
problem in conducting the 180 
days of school required by law. 
He has suggested the possibilities 
of extending Christmas vacation, 
with the days to be made up in 
warmer months, dnd stretching 
school one to one - and - a - half 
hours a day, then cutting back to 
a four-day week. 

North Andover Superintendent 
Peter V. Garofoli, however, said 
that not much could be done by 
way of actual school days ‘till 
we hear what we can do from the 
state.” 

He said he too had asked each 
principal to check ‘‘very, very 
carefully the use of electricity, to 
make sure there’s no waste.”’ He 
said teachers would be asked to 
turn out lights in rooms and cor- 
ridors not in use. : 

As for heat, Garafoli said he 
would be meeting with the prin- 
cipals to discuss setting the ther- 
mostats at a minimum 
temperature that would be com- 
fortable, but not overheated. 

Seifert also said that the 
superintendents in the Greater 
Lawrence area are planning a- 
meeting to help work out alter- 
natives. 

Meanwhile, Business Manager 
Edward A. Weil said he is in- 
vestigating what can be done 
specifically in each school to con- 
serve fuel, beginning with an ex- 
amination of thermostats and 
timing devices to make sure 
they’re in top working order. He 
said they would also have to out for all weather ver- 
decide how low they can run the satility. Value $35 and 
heat without presenting a $45. 
problem to the health of the 
students, and how low the heat 
could be turned down at night and 
weekends without losing daytime 
efficiency. 

One committeeman was quick 
to ask, however, that the heat not 
be so low at those times that 
classroom guppies would get 
‘“‘wiped out.”’ : 

Weil also asked for a policy 
that would inform groups that 
use the school on nights or 
weekends that the heat would be 
down to a certain level. If they 
still wanted to meet under those 
conditions, he said, then they 
could go ahead.

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“School Board Looks 
At Next Year’s Goals 
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While the question of whether 
or not the school system could 
hold down costs and maintain 
present services next year was 
still to come on the menu, the 
School Committee Tuesday night 
took another look at what ser- 
vices it wants to provide this 
year. 

The recommendations of the 
committee and the administra- 
tion were summarized by 
Suprintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert. 

Goals for the committee, he 
said, include developing a school 
system philosophy, a stabilized 
tax rate and better com- 
munications, and formalizing.of 
School Committe policies, 
agreed upon role of School Com- 
mittee and the school organiza- 
tion and agreed upon code of 
ethics.

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Procedures 
For New 
Programs 


By Gary C. Ralph 
Recreation/Community School 
members are frequently asked to 
explain the procedure for 
developing a new program. We 
would like to explain a process 


we use so that townspeople have | 


a better understanding of the 
procedure and are encouraged to 
use if. 

Let’s assume an individual 
calls or writes the department 
with a suggestion for a program 
they would like to see offered 
through Community Schools. Our 
first step is to explore the 
possibilities of the class or activi- 
ty with the person making the 
suggestion. We ask if the 
program is being offered 
elsewhere. We ask if the person 
knows others who would be in- 
terested in this program. We 
might explore how this class is 
envisioned in it’s final form. We 
also attempt to identify any dif- 
ficulties or pitfalls the program 
might present. 

For the purposes of this article 
we will assume that we decide 
the suggested program has 
merit. Our next step is to identify 
and locate people who are 
knowledgable in the subject area 
and who might be willing to in- 
struct. After an instructor is 
selected, course objectives and 
work plans are drawn. This 
provides the instructor with 
guidelines in developing the 
course. 

Next the department must 
select a facility for the activity 
and begin to use the tools of 
publicity to make the public 
aware that the activity is to be 
offered. f 

Facility selection is deter- 
mined mainly by the nature and 
requirements of the activity. In 
order to secure the proper facili- 
ty, a number of schools and 
rooms will be considered. A 
notice is sent to the principal and 
the senior custodian of the school 
we select to inform them that we 
will be using a facility there. 

We will use the local 
newspapers, posters and oc- 
casionally the radio to inform 
people of the availability of this 
new activity and to give instruc- 
tions on how to register for it. 

Once the registration is com- 
plete, class lists are typed and 
given to the instructor. We are 
now ready to go. 

There are other ways that new 
programs are inniated. 
Sometimes we hear of a 
successful activity in another 
locality that we think might in- 
terest people in Andover. Oc- 
casionally we decide to run an ex- 
perimental activity to explore 
new directions the department 
might take. However we par- 
ticularly favor the direct citizen 
suggestion method as it 
demonstrates the responsiveness

Don’t Quit 
Too Soon 


Many New Englanders feel 
relief as the winter draws near 
for it means an end to the 
strenuous outdoor work of 
summer. 

“Don’t, quit too soon,”’ is the 
advice of the Massachusetts Hor- 
ticultural Society - - now is the 
time to make one last effort to 
prepare your garden for the long, 
cold New. England winter. 

Here are some tips from the 
society on what should be done in 
your backyard before the first 
snow: 

- Give your lawn a final mow- 
ing. To curb insects, disease, and 
prevent matting, do not let it go 
into the winter long. 

- Rake up all the leaves. They 
will rot over the winter and 
smother your lawn. 

- Stake newly-planted trees 
and shrubs to prevent blowing 
over, and erect wind screens 
wherever necessary. Broad- 
leaved evergreens that are ex- 
posed to the elements are es- 
pecially vulnerable. 

- Remove dead or damaged 
branches. In general, this is a 
good time of year to do pruning, 
but do not prune spring flowering 
shrubs, such as rhododendrons or 
azaleas, as you will be cutting 
buds. 

- Spring-blooming bulbs can 
be planted now - - anytime up un- 
til the ground freezes. 

- Mulch your perennials and 
roses with peat moss, salt hay, or 
compost to insulate them. If you 
have recently purchased 
chrysanthemums, they must be 
heavily mulched the first winter. 

Spray evergreens in exposed 
places and next to foundations 
with an anti-drying material to 
prevent desication; and in highly 
exposed areas, wrap the trunk of 
the trees to protect against 
winter sun-scald. 

The Horticultural Society, a 
non-profit, membership society 
founded in 1829, also has a free 
Garden Information Service at 
Horticultural Hall in Boston to 
answer any specific questions or 
for further information.

Two young lawyers are spark- 
ing a petition drive to make first 
Marblehead and then the whole 
state live up to its Revolutionary 
War heritage. 

The 200th anniversary of the 
Boston Tea Party - Dec. 15 - is 
the date near which Ronald W. 
Fox and Carl K. King are plan- 
ning a special Marblehead Town 
Meeting to discuss what they call 
growing citizen frustration over 
state and national government. 

Both men are careful not to 
characterize their campaign to 
reconvene the ‘“‘committees of 
corresporidence” - - which in 1772 
and in later years fanned the 
flames of the American Revolu- 
tion - - as one to impeach Presi- 
dent Nixon. 

They say special Town 
Meetings throughout the Com- 
monwealth might consider such 
action if they want, but add that 
their main purpose is to fight 
what they see as the public isola- 
tion of officials from the people 
who elect them. 

“Tt becomes every well-wisher 
to his country, while it has any 
remains of freedom, to keep an 
eagle eye upon every innovation 
and stretch of power in those that 
have the rule over us,’ warned 
the 1772 Boston Pamphlet which 


led to ‘‘committees of cor- 
respondence’’ all over 
Massachusetts. 


And Mr. Fox and Mr. King 
believe the same urgency exists 
today. 

‘Just writing other towns has 
no impact,’’ Mr. King says, ‘‘but 
the will of a town as expressed in 
a public meeting will carry 
weight with a State Represen- 
tative, and other towns will con- 
sider doing the same thing.” 

James N. Skinner, veteran 
Marblehead town official and a 
past president of the 
Massachusetts Selectmen’s 
Association, distrusts the cam- 
paign - - fearing history could 
repeat itself too closely. 

“The original ‘committee on 
correspondence’ incited 
rebellion,’ he points out, ‘‘and 
these new meetings could be like 
a runaway Grand Jury. It will 
light a match - - and I’m not com- 
fortable with people who light 
matches.” 

But backers of the move say 
any action stemming from 
Massachusetts meetings will 
come as a result of the people’s 
will - - and not from any match- 
waving leaders. 

“It’s pretentious to be gran- 
diose and compare our move to 
that of setting up the Continental

Congress,” says Mr. Fox, “but 
others might follow 
Marblehead’s lead just as in 


1772’’ - - when the town was the 
first to reply to the Boston 
Pamphlet. 


“Don’t be afraid of the 
people,” he urges. 

Organizers of the campaign 
are hoping for official coopera- 
tion from people arranging state 
celebrations of the Boston Tea 
Party. They want to keep their 
list of frustrations - - which range 
from what they see as the State 
Legislature's lack of concern 
with home rule to alleged county 
government abuses - - out of 
Meeting agendas and let private 
citizens have the floor to voice 
their own feelings. 

Critics of the effort note that 
200 years ago Massachusetts was 
governed by England, with no 
say in its own destiny while now 
people with complaints about of- 
ficials can talk with the State 
Representatives, Congressmen 
or Senators they themselves 
elected. 

Still, Mr. King wants 
Marblehead’s special Meeting 
next month to start ‘‘spreading 
the word”’ to the 350 other cities 
and towns that matters ‘‘most in- 
teresting’? back in 1772 are still 
worthy of discussion. 

On Dec. 1, 1772, Marbleheaders 
vowed that ‘‘when those to whom 
we look for council and direction 
in the most weighty affairs of life 
are pursuing our ruin, we may be 
a manly unity with our brethren 
in the province (and) agree on 
some suitable means for redress, 
and pursue the same with 
steadiness and resolution.”’ 

Is this course revolutionary or 
counter - revolutionary? 

The two lawyers hope the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts will decide.

Energy and 
Pollution 
Controls 


By Polly Bradley 

The current concern about 
pollution controls, plus the worry 
about fuel shortages, add up to a 
question: what effect will pollu- 
tion control have on national 
energy use? 

We need to control pollution 
not only for environmental quali- 
ty but also for the health of our 
citizens, but it requires energy. 

An interesting article in the 
current issue of Environment 
tackles the problem head on and 
concludes that energy needs for 
environmental protection can be 
offset through various conserva- 
tion devices. 

In ‘“‘The Energy Cost of Pollu- 
tion Control,’ Dr. Eric Hirst 
says that ‘‘the potential total 
energy needed for environmental 
controls would be small and 
could be almost completely 
offset by compensating energy- 
saving tactics, such as redesign 
of automobiles, greater use of 
mass transit, incineration of 
solid wastes to generate elec- 
tricity, and more recycling.”’ Dr. 
Hirst, a research engineer at the 
Oak Ridge National Laboratory 
in Tennessee, is studying energy- 
use patterns in an environmental 
program sponsored by the 
National Science Foundation. 

Dr. Hirst studied the energy 
implications of waste water 
treatment, solid waste manage- 
ment, air pollution abatement, 
waste heat abatement, and the 
effect of various environmental 
protection strategies on national 
energy use. 


The study’s discussion of 
automobiles is especially in- 
teresting to the consumer. The 
automobile uses a larger share of 
transportation energy than all 
other methods combined. 1973- 
model cars with emission con- 
trols consume 8 percent more 
fuel than pre-1968 automobiles, 
according to tests performed by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency. To reach 1976 air pollu- 
tion control standards, Dr. Hirst 
estimates that there may be a 
fuel penalty of 20 percent. 

However, simply shifting to 
smaller cars could give a 30 per- 
cent fuel savings. A 5,000-pound 
car burns twice as much gasoline 
as a 2,500-pound car. Shifting to 
mass transit, of course, saves 
more. Car pooling for commuting 
can in itself save a great deal of 
fuel. 

Dr. Hirst says, ‘‘The single 
most important determinant of 
auto fuel economy is vehicle 
weight . . . other methods to 
reduce fuel use include redesign 
of auto shapes to reduce 
aerodynamic drag, use of low- 
loss tires such as radials, use of 
cars with lower horsepower-to- 
weight ratios, redesign of the 
internal-combustion engine, and 
use of alternative power 
sources.” 

Several types of new engines 
are being tested. A diesel engine 
which met 1975 standards was 
tested by the Environmental 
Portection Agency and found to 
provide fuel savings of 44 per- 
cent. 

If all possible energy- 
conserving options were taken 
auto fuel use could be cut by as 
much as one-half, according to 
Dr. Hirst. Such a radical change 
may be unlikely, but if these op- 
tions are even partially im- 
plemented, it will be possible to 
reduce pollution, conserve 
scarce energy resources, and at 
the same time save money for 
consumers.

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Marsh Hawk

The buoyant trim of the marsh 
hawk must make aeronautical 
designers wince with envy. 

The thought occurred while 
watching a beautiful pearl-grey 
marsh hawk with its broad white 
rump band glide lowly over the 
rolling inland behind the sheer 
cliffs of Clayhead on Block 
Island. Before an hour ended, 
four other marsh hawks rode the 
brief updrafts across those hills. 
Three were in the dark plumage 
of females or immatures. 

Indeed, the marsh hawk design 
has been so successful that 
nature has repeated it for all con- 
tinents north of the equator. 
Essentially the same marsh 
hawk that travels through New 
England also drifts down across 
Siberia, Tibet, Manchuria and all 
of Asia and Europe, up to the 
water’s edge in Portugal. In addi- 
tion, nature produced nine other 
related species of hawks that 
have almost identical design but 
different plumage from our 
marsh hawk. 

Marsh hawks once were com- 
mon - - as hawks go - - in New 
England. As recently as 1955, the 
late Ludlow Griscom could refer 
to the marsh hawks as locally 
common summer residents 
throughout Massachusetts at 
lower altitudes. Alas, it no longer 
is so. Marsh hawks, at best, now 
are rare in New England. Those 
at Block Island were transients 
from the north. 

The marsh hawks and I were 
attending the annual Block Island 
weekend sponsored by the 
Audubon Society of Rhode Island. 
Many of the more skilled birders 
from the northeast participate 
yearly in the event because Block 
Island in early October becomes 
crammed with migrating birds. 
Most migrant birds that arrive at 
the island had strayed to sea and 
beat their way to the nearest 
land, in this case an island well 
off the coast. 

Most birders spend their time 
peering into bushes which often 
are decorated with clusters of 
warblers and sparrows, almost 
distributed as ornaments on a 
Christmas tree. It is our lot to 
look upward for birds of greater 
heft. 

So we spend a lot of time along 
beaches, breaking up those 
plastic clusters of six rings that 
once held beer but so often wind 
up necklaces on seabirds and 
geese, causing them starvation. 
While breaking rings, we look up- 
ward, into the roots that dangle 
beneath the broken crust of 
crumbling clay cliffs. For these 
roots provided concealed perches 
for peregrine falcons, who sit in 
wait for birds of suitable size and 
weariness to become a meal. Our 
score for the day was 78 plastic 
carriers and five peregrines. 
Perhaps we saw five peregrines 
by seeing two of them two and a 
half times. For two was the 
greatest number that we saw at 
once. We can be more certain on 
the plastic ring count. 

Unfortunately, we saw a 
merlin, formerly the pigeon 
hawk, dart low over a grassy 
stretch of the island near 
Clayhead. It was unfortunate 
since no one else saw it, leaving 
us in the lonely liar position. It 
was almost like the immature 
bald eagle which Ruth Langley of 
Randolph and Dr. Robert Fox of 
Hingham saw sailing over Block. 
Since so few others saw it, it 
became almost nonexistent.

Contrasts Milkshed Changes 


Dramatic changes in the 
milkshed which supplies the 
Boston market, over the past 40 
years, were reported here today 
by Richard D. Aplin, recently 
retired Boston Regional milk 
market administrator. Speaking 
to the 180 delegates to the second 
annual meeting of Yankee Milk, 
Inc., at the Marriott Motor Hotel, 
Aplin compared the situation in 
1933 with the present. He noted 
that in 1933 the average diary 
farmer supplying the Boston 
market had 12 cows, shipped 5,- 
000 pounds of milk a month, and 
received for that milk about $60, 
before deducting for hauling and 
other marketing services. 


Contrasting this with the pre- 
sent, he said that the average 
dairy farmer supplying the 
Boston Regional market in 
September 1973 had 48 cows, 
shipped 37,000 pounds of milk 
during the month, and for that 
milk received about $3,400, 
before deductions for hauling and 
other marketing services. 

The contrast, he repdrted, is 
just as great in milk handling. In 
1933 milk was picked up daily at 
the farm in 40-quart cans - about 
two cans per farm, on the 
average - and moved directly to 
bottling plants if the farms were 
in southern New England. Milk 
from northern New England

farms was trucked to nearby 
receiving plants and then shipped 
by rail to Boston. Today each 
farm has a cold-wall tank which 
quickly cools the milk,.and from 
which it is shipped every - other - 
day in quantities averaging 2,500 
pounds per pick-up in large tank 
trucks to city processing and 
packaging plants. 

Forty years ago, Aplin 
reported, more than two-thirds of 
the milk was delivered daily 
directly to homes on retail routes 
- in glass quarts. Today only 
about 15 per cent is distributed on 
retail routes, on a twice - a - 
week basis, and glass quarts are 
a minor item. Paper and plastic 
containers have largely replaced 
glass. 

During this 40-year period, 
Aplin reported, Federal regula- 
tion in the market which started 
in 1933 as the great depression 
decimated the economy, has 
served its purpose of creating 
and maintaining orderly milk 
marketing in New England. It 
has brought relative stability to 
an industry which is inherently 
unstable, he said. It has provided 
producers reasonably high prices 
for their milk, assured distribu- 
tion the same prices for their raw 
milk as their competitors, and it 
has maintained for the con- 
suming public an adequate supp- 
ly of good milk, Aplin concluded.

appear regularly in our food. 

In addition, thousands of other 
chemicals are added intentional- 
ly to our food, in the form of 
preservatives, food coloring, 
sweeteners, thickening agents, 
artificial flavoring, snythetic 
emulsifiers, the growth hor- 
mones and antibiotics fed to 
animals, etc.. 

And some of the best parts of 
the food, such as the nutritious 
portion of the whole grains, are 
frequently processed out. 

Although various government 
agencies monitor additives or 
residues and set legal tolerance 
limits, no one evaluates all the 
chemical accumulation or knows 
how all these chemicals, working 
together, may affect us over a 
lifetime. 

Trying to feed a family 
nourishing food without an over- 
dose of unknown chemicals is 
complicated enough to drive a 
housewife to total frustration. 

Having wandered through 
several complicated, and 
sometimes contradictory ar- 
ticles and books on such subjects, 
I recommend a very brief, sensi- 
ble leaflet just published by 
Concern, Inc., as the simplest 
guide to minimizing the family’s 
intake of the ‘‘chemical feast.” 

It is impossible for any 
American to exist without eating 
strange chemicals along with the 
food, but by avoiding certain 
foods and highly suspect 
chemicals, and by eating natural, 
unprocessed foods one can lessen 


the dangers. 

Two changes now being propos- 
ed would help the housewife 
greatly in choosing food wisely. 
One is complete ingredient label- 
ing, not now required by law in 
such common foods as bread, ice 
cream, jam, mayonnaise, soft 
drinks, hot dogs, etc. At present, 
even if lists do not have to be 
complete . . . and naturally a food 
manufacturer is tempted to list 
only those which make the 
product seem attractive. 

Regulations to increase the 
responsibility and effectiveness 
of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration in monitoring the 
safety of our food supply are also 
being considered at the present 
time. Concern says, ‘‘There is 
need for a national food policy, 
coordinated between the Food 
and Drug Administration, the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the Federal 
Trade Commission and the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency - 
- a policy which will deal with 
present and future human health 
as it relates to the safety and 
quality of food.”

But on the sidelines there will 
be a few gentlemen who are 
more than nodding acquain- 
tances. However, for the dura- 
tion of this crucial showdown 
they will also be ‘‘fierce’’ rivals. 

Meyerhoefer and Bourdelais 

For example. Billerica rookie 
Head Coach Clyde Meyerhoefer 
and Andover assistant Dick 
Bourdelais are very close 
friends. 

After respective high school 
‘‘careers’’ at Lawrence and An- 
dover, both went to the Universi- 
ty of Massachusetts. 

Meyerhoefer was a starting 
tackle and Bourdelais an end for 
the Redmen (now Minutemen) 
teams of theearly 1960s. The two 
men were also roommates for 
two years, and with Meyerhoefer 
now living in nearby Nashua, 
N.H. the friendship continues. 

Rumors were that the pair had 
been handling the upcoming 
game by not talking to one 
another until its over, but 
Meyerhoefer says that’s absurd. 

“T just talked to Dick last week 
and we’re always comparing 
notes on something or other,”’ 
stated the Indians’ coach Monday 
night. 

Collins and Connors 

Standing on the Billerica side 
of the field Saturday will be 
Barry Connors, a former AHS 
gridder who is now the line coach 
at Billerica. 

Connors played under the 
tutelage of Dick Collins from 
1960-62, and when he was a 
sophomore and Bourdelais was a 
senior they played on the same 
Golden Warriors’ squad. 

‘Barry was a two-way tackle 
for us,’’ explained Collins. ‘“‘He 
was a team captain and definite- 
ly one of the best linemen we’ve 
had since I’ve been here.” 

Connors has been coaching at 
Billerica for several years now, 
and prior to Meyerhoefer’s 
arrival he worked with Head 
Coach Paul Whitley, another 
former Andover football stan- 
dout who still resides in this town 
and teaches at Billerica. 

Seifert and Flaherty 

Taking more than a passing 
and prideful interest in the game 
also will be the Superintendent of 
Schools in each town, Andover’s 
Kenneth L. Seifert and 
Billerica’s William H. Flaherty, 
Jr. 

They recently signed a 
‘‘Loser’s Award’’ certificate 
which reads: 

‘*Be it known to all throughout 
the Merrimack Valley that the 
holder of this Loser’s Award, by 
reason of a sound defeat on the 


gridiron this Fall, must publicly 
profess his shame. 

“The Superintendent of Schools 
Loser’s Award must be displayed 
in full view of the public 365 days 
and nights over the coming year, 
and the loser must accept in 
silence such states of discomfort, 
discontent and disgrace which 
may be heaped upon him. 

“Failure to observe the rules 
of this award shall be deemed as 
sufficient cause for censure by 
the full executive board of the 
Merrimack Valley 
Superintendent’s Association.”’ 

Thus all Andover residents are 
within their legal rights to ‘‘ver- 
bally abuse’’ Mr. Flaherty in the 
event of a Golden Warriors’ vic- 
tory. 


Coaches Views 

Andover enters the game 
riding the crest of a 15-game win 
streak. It is 7-0-0 overall and 6- 
0-0 in the Conference. 

Billerica lost to Wilmington 21- 
0 last weekend to drop to 5-1-0 in 
the MVC. Overall the Indians are 
5-2-0, having also lost to Catholic 
Memorial 35-0. 

Memorial (7-0-0) and Andover, 
incidentally, stand a good chance 
at qualifying for the EMass, 
Division II bowl game. 

A number of people feel that 
Billerica’s loss will take all the 
starch out of the team. 

“J don’t see how it could 
possibly fire them up more,”’ ad- 
mitted Collins. ‘‘Sometimes a 
team becomes more determined 
after it gets knocked off, but not 
generally when that team is 
fighting for first place. 

“If we- both entered the game 
undefeated you’d be guaranteed 
of no letdown, but of course 
we're sure that Billerica is still 
determined to win the game,” 
added Collins. 

“Billerica is a fine football

team. They have three of four 
offensive backs returning from 
the '72 squad in quarterback Paul 
Hamilton and halfbacks Pat Sella 
and Paul Heffernan. They also 
have three or four linemen 
back,’’ pointed out Collins. 

“They lost to a very good club 
in Wilmington. Anyone can have 
a bad day. It’s tough to go un- 
defeated. 

“We've scouted them pretty 
thoroughly and exchanged films 
with them. We’ll have the advan- 
tage in size, but they’ve got ex- 
cellent team speed,’”’ explained 
the 15-year Andover coach. 

Collins isn’t planning any 
lineup shifts because ‘‘you cer- 
tainly don’t rock the boat when 
you’re doing this well.’’ 

Defensive back Bob Burrow is 
very doubtful for the game. ‘‘He 
will see his doctor this week for 
the final word,’’ explained 
Collins. ‘‘We’d love to have him 
back, but can’t count on it.”’ 

Meyerhoefer had his team 
back on the practice field last 
Monday afternoon. 

“The loss affected us but I 
think the kids will rebound well,”’ 
offered the Billerica skipper. 
“‘We simply have to re-dedicate 
ourselves and enter the game 
with a positive attitude. 

“We played our worst game of 
the year against Wilmington, and 
obviously we chose an awful time 
to do it. 

‘‘We couldn’t move the ball and 
they beat us up front in the line. 
It seemed like our defense was on 
the field 80 per cent of the time. 
We began to press towards the 
end and they got 15 quick points 
in the final four minutes. Up until 
then we were still in the football 
game,’’ stated Meyerhoefer. 

“It was possible our kids were 
looking ahead to the Andover 
game. But I really doubt it 
because we take ’em one at a 
time and knew Wilmington would 
give us a whale of a game. 

‘‘What about Andover?’’ 
repeated Meyerhoefer. ‘“They’re 
just a superb team in every way. 
A great defense and the type of 
offense you can’t key on because 
they come at you every which 
way.” 

Extra Points 

If Andover defeats Billerica it 
will clinch its third Merrimack 
Valley Conference title, and 
move within one victory of han- 
ding Coach Collins his first 
perfect campaign. 

The Golden Warriors’ first 
MVC title came in 1966, and two 
years ago AHS tied Dracut to 
emerge as co-champion of the 
Conference. 

Last year’s 8-1 record was the 
closest Collins has ever come to 
an undefeated season, but the 
consistency has still been there 
because nine of the last 10 
seasons have been winning ones 
for AHS.

game, Golden Warriors’ Assis- 
tant Coach Bill Vickers made a 
quick assessment concerning the 
remainder of the 1973 season. 

“Before you get into the World 
Series you have to win the 
playoffs, and it isn’t going to be 
that easy.” 

The analogy was a good one.

limited Dracut to three first 
downs, 50 yards rushing, 26 yards 
passing and only 43 scrimmage 
plays. 

The overmatched Middies fail- 
ed to penetrate beyond the An- 
dover 35 yard line, and crossed 
midfield only three times during 
the game. 

Bill Kenney and George Sted- 
man intercepted passes, and the 
Warriors hit hard enough to send 
back-up quarterback Jean 
Dufour to the sidelines with a 
hairline ankle fracture. 

Sweetser . Verrette . Goodbye 

For the fifth straight game the 
Andover offense scored at least 
three touchdowns, and once 
again the aerial artistry was 
something to watch. 

Sophomore Glenn Verrette, 
who now leads the well-balanced 
AHS scoring attack with five TDs 
and 30 points, hauled in scoring 
passes of 51 and 36 yards during 
the second quarter to spark the 
Golden Warriors to a 14-0 half- 
time spread. 

Bill Kenney’s pass theft late in 
the game set up a seven-yard 
paydirt sprint by Stedman to con- 
clude the scoring, and it marked 
only the second time this season 
that Dracut (2-4-1) has allowed a 
touchdown in the last half. 

Bill Alexander, Verrette’s 
sophomore counterpart, enjoyed 
another fine afternoon at half- 
back with 100 yards total offense. 

Alex led the Andover rushing 
corps with 50 yards in 10 carries, 
and he added another 50 yards on 
four pass receptions. 

Bill also pitched a six-yard op- 
tion strike to Verrette, who 
altogether pulled down three 
passes for 93 yards. 

The final figures showed the 
Warriors with 13 first downs, 127 
yards rushing, 182 yards passing 
and a total offense of 309 yards. 

AHS also controlled the action, 
running off 67 plays which was 24 
more than Dracut. 
The Bomb Explodes 

Both teams had trouble getting 
untracked, although Dracut 
registered its only first down of 
the opening half on its initial play 
from scrimmage - an 18-yard 
pass from Scott Merrill to Dan 
Smith.

Late in the first quarter, 
following a Middies’ punt, An- 
dover began an l1l-play, 85-yard 
march to paydirt. 

Short ground gainers by 
fullback Bob McCarthy, Alex- 
ander and Sweetser moved the 
ball to the AHS 49 yard line early 
in the second period, and that’s 
where Sweetser and Verrette 
took over. 

Verrette, who was slipping 
behind his defensive man with 
unfailing regularity all after- 
noon, cruised into the clear at the 
Dracut 15. : 

Sweetser arched a perfect 
strike to the sophomore, who 
took the ball in stride and coasted 
into the endzone untouched to 
complete the electrifying 51-yard 
play. 

Junior kicking specialist Pete 
Reilly, who was 3-for-3 Saturday 
and is now 18-for-19 on the year, 
toed the conversion for a 7-0 An- 
dover edge at 1:53 of the second 
period. 

After the Warriors’ defense 
again made mincemeat of the 
Dracut offense, the home team 
regained possession at its own 31. 

Two pass completions to junior 
end T.J. Stamas for 11 and seven 
yards, coupled with three 
McCarthy rushes for 14 more 
yards, advanced the pigskin to 
the Middies’ 37 yard line. 

“The Old Trick Play’’ 

At this point Bill Alexander 
reached into his bag of tricks and 
turned a broken play into a long 
gainer. 

After fumbling a pitchout from 
Sweetser, Bill appeared to be 
nailed 10 yards behind the line of 
scrimmage by three Dracut 
players. 

However, bouncing off the 
would-be tacklers one-by-one, 
Alex found running room down 
the left sideline and almost went 
all the way. What he did get was 
26 yards and a first down at the 
Dracut 11. 

Mickey Noel quickly bulled 
five yards, and then Sweetser 
bolted over for the apparent 
score. However, a clipping penal- 
ty backtracked the ball to the 21. 

Sweetser overthrew a diving T. 
J. Stamas in the endzone on se- 
cond down, then hit Alexander 


for 10 yards back at the Middies’

Reilly entered to attempt a 28- 
yard field goal, but the kick was 
short and wide to the right. 

‘‘Re-detonation”’ 

Four plays and a short punt 
later, Andover regained control 
at the Dracut 36. 

Wasting no time whatever, 
Sweetser sought out Verrette 
again and uncorked bomb No. 2 in 
the direction of the endzone. 

Glenn circled, re-circled and 
made a diving catch of the ball, 
and Sweetser responded with a 
leaping dance of joy to the 
sidelines where Coach Collins 
told him to tend to business and 
celebrate later. 

Reilly’s automatic PAT kick 
sent Andover to the locker room 
with a 14-0 halftime cushion.

Nothing faintly resembling a 
scoring threat popped up in the 
third quarter, although Dracut 
did inch to the Warriors’ 35 
before punting the ball away. 

Most of the play occurred 
between the rivals’ 30 yard lines, 
until Bill Kenney swiped a 
Merrill aerial at the Dracut 44 
and returned it 20 yards to the 24 
midway through the final 
quarter. 

Three running plays lost one 
yard, but on fourth-and-11 
Sweetser hit Alexander with a 19- 
yard pass to the Middies’ six. 

Sweetser gained one on a 
keeper, but Alex lost two on a 
pitchout. 

Stedman then took the ball 
around the right side for the 
score, evading a diving tackle 
attempt by Dennis Lepine. 

You know what Reilly did. . 
.again. . .lifting the lead to 21-0 
with just 2:28 left to play. 

Stedman killed any hopes of a 
Middie touchdown in the final 
minute, intercepting a pass by 
third-string quarterback Mike 
Parent at the Andover 18 yard 
line. 

Murphy Speaks 

Dracut Coach Ed Murphy, 
dean of the MVC skippers now in 
his 28th season at the Middies’ 
helm, was noticeably displeased. 

His team had shocked 
Wilmington 7-0 two weeks 
earlier, and last week extended 
Billerica before losing 21-6. 

“To be perfectly honest, I 
thought Andover would be much 
quicker than it was,’’ stated 
Murphy. “I think we shut off 
their ground game to the point 
that it didn’t really hurt us. 

“A couple of out defensive 
backs fell asleep, however, and 
we were beaten by the long pass 
again. It’s been happening to us 
all year. The long bomb and our 
own inability to score (Dracut 
has just 28 points’ in seven

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The Budgets 


As Andover was once again retaining its commendable 
record of paying taxes on time, town officials were 
already in the process of creating the departmental 
budgets for the year ahead. 

Indications are that the budget presentations to be 
made in 1974 will be more meaningful than those in the 
past. 

The school department has made overtures toward 
presenting a ‘‘no increase’’ budget for 1974, an enviable 
task, to be sure. 

Meanwhile, the selectmen and town manager are 
attempting to arrive at a formula which will give a more 
accurate accounting of financial obligations. 

To be taken into consideration, by both the school and 
town governmental leaders, is the needs of the 


departments and in some respects, the town’s ability to * 


pay. 

Before going to town meeting next year, it would 
appear that local officials are going to examine more 
closely the needs of the town in proportion to the revenue 
it can anticiapate in the year ahead: 

Call it fiscal sanity, if you will, but it makes some 
sense. 

Such moves could well avoid usual disputes between 
the town’s governing bodies and the Finance Committee, 
an almost annual occurence either on budgets or some 
special articles. 

Whatever the formula decided upon, proper input by 
both the selectmen and the school committee can lead to 
a more adequate appraisal of the town’s financial situa- 
tion as town meeting approaches. 

In the past there have been accurate projections of 
tax rate pictures at town meetings and there have been 
times when differences of opinion between town boards 
as to the future levy, left the taxpayers in doubt. 

Next year, if municipal officials continue their present 
thinking, it is fair to assume we’ll have a good idea of

To the Editor of the 
TOWNSMAN: 

I should like to clarify the 
situation which led to my 
appearance before the selectmen 
on October 23, and to which you 
refer in your editorial on 
“Conservation’’ in your issue of 
November 1. My appearance 
related solely to three clauses of 
the proposed contract with 
Arkwright (Hewlett - Packard), 
of little importance to those com- 
panies on the main projects of 
putting in the sewer and building 
the plant. I suggested, however, 
that one of the clauses be 
modified, and that two others be 
eliminated, before the contract 
be signed, as they are not in the 
best interests of the town. 

When the building of the sewer. 
starts, the town will be deeded a 
100 foot strip of land along the 
Merrimack River, in front of the 
Hewlett - Packard plant. 
However, the town will be 
restricted to the front 50 feet of 
the strip, while Hewlett - 
Packard personnel will be allow- 
ed to use the entire 100 feet. Con- 
trary to what you state in your 
editorial, I am definitely not ask- 
ing that the contract not be sign- 
ed ‘‘until such time as additional 
land is provided the town.’”’ We 
shall already own the 100 foot 
strip when the sewer is started. 
This is all the land we need along 
the waterfront. 

What I.am urging is that the 
restriction ds to our use of our 
own land shall be cancelled, so 
that we may have the use of the 
entire 100 foot strip, as will the 
Hewlett - Packard personnel. 
The people of Andover will not 
relish being discriminated 
against on land of which we are 
the owners. If the 5,000 people 
whom Hewlett - Packard is even- 
tually expected to employ need 
100 feet, how much more do the 
26,000 people now living in An- 
dover need such space. The logic 
for cancelling the restriction is 
clear. 

Clauses 2 and 3 to which I ob- 
ject may be considered together. 
Clause 2 permits Arkwright 
(Hewlett - Packard) to use the 
town owned 100 foot waterfront 
strip in Arkwright’s own land use 
computation, such as for area, 
set-back and the like. Such use is 
not permitted by our zoning 
regulations. I maintain that it is 
not good policy for the selectmen 
to agree to a clause which would 
violate our zoning regulations. 


Clause 3 is the prize of them all. 
Although, in clause 2, Arkwright 
would require us to disregard our 
zoning regulations, they are not 
sure that this is legal. So, in 
clause 3, they stipulate that, if a 
court holds the arrangement ask- 
ed for in clause 2 to be illegal, 
they can take back the 100 foot 
strip they will already have deed- 
ed to the town as part of our pay- 
ment received for putting in the 
sewer, and use it as their own 
property. In other words, if they 
are held to have performed an il- 
legal act, the town is obligated to 
pay the penalty for their mis- 
deed, by giving them back the 
land they have already deeded to 
the town! This clause is so utter- 
ly preposterous that it deserves 
not the slightest consideration. 

Our selectmen are sworn to up- 
hold the best interests of the 
town, and it is clear from the

above, that, if they are to dis- 
charge their duty, they must in- 
sist on the modification of clause 
1, and the elimination of clauses 2 
and 3, before signing the 
otherwise acceptable contract.

It was a lesson we used 
to pride ourselves on when obser- 
ving Nazi Germany. 


The TOWNSMAN calls for a 
return to the ‘‘basics’’ as an an- 
tidote to Watergate, but never 
states what these basics are sup- 
posed to be or how they relate to 
a free society. It is true that this 
administration was incompetent 
in carrying out the basic skills of 
corruption, espionage, and lying 
without getting caught, but it 
stretches the imagination to 
believe that these are the basics 
you would teach our children. I 
would suggest that a basic rele- 
vant to Watergate would be to 
teach children in just schools 
that they are capable of examin- 
ing the world around them and 
making judgments for 
themselves with their acquired 
knowledge. Anything else may 
just be manufacturing buggy 
whips in a post industrial age. 


If there have been failings in 
the educational system that 
produced Watergate and the 
TOWNSMAN’S editorial, they 
were several generations ago. 
The test for us will be the ability 
of our children to stand up to 
tyranny and corruption twenty 
years from now.

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Employment, Business Picture

The local business and employ- 
ment picture was painted rosy 
this week by a Greater Lawrence 
Chamber of Commerce official, 
who insisted that most com- 
panies are hiring now, and that 
business continues to expand at 
an accelerating rate. 

James Ellis, executive direc- 
tor of the Greater Lawrence 
Chamber of Commerce, was 
quick to dispel any fears brought 
on by news that the unemploy- 
ment rate for Greater Lawrence 
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rose slightly higher last month, 
to 7.7 per cent- 


At the same time, he said, the 
working wage force also in- 
creased, and he attributed the ap- 
parent discrepancy to new 
‘secondary wage earners,” such 
as working wives or teens who 
are adding to the family income 
but aren’t a major source of it. 

Unemployment figures are still 
down from a year ago, he said, 


‘and far below the 10 to 12 per cent 


they reached for a short time 
about two years ago, when ex- 
ecutives, engineers, and 
technicians on down, were glut- 
ting the job market. 

In fact, Ellis said, there’s been 
a complete reversal. Companies 
are having to spend more money 
advertising for people with cer- 
tain skills, he said - - witness the 
far fatter classified ad section of 
the daily papers. 

Among the major companies 
he named as currently hiring, are 
Hewlett Packard, Western 
Electric and Raytheon, and he 
added that the Chamber is 
“always working’’ with potential 
newcomers to the area, who will 
be needing personnel in the 
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foreseeable future. 

One recently announced new- 
comer is Kenics Corp., which 
will relocate from Danvers to 
North Andover after the first of 
the year. The firm, which 
manufactures mixing equipment, 
primarily for the chemical in- 
dustry, will have a work force of 
about 150. 

Ellis called Hewlett - Packard 
one of the “bright spots’’ in the 
area’s future, and said he felt it 
would help to draw other in- 
dustries to the Andover In- 
dustrial Park, which he in turn 
called ‘‘one of the finest in New 
England.”’ 

Spokesman Bert Dole said 
Hewlett - Packard is now looking 
for ‘5, 10, 15’’ production-type 
people to train at the Waltham 
plant, until the first building is 
ready in West Andover in about 
two years. He said the H-P 
would continue to take on people 
“as business grows smoothly,” 
possibly up to 100 between now 
and the move. The firm will need 
300 to 400 when it opens here, 
with a possible future force of 5,- 
000 


H-P is trying to hire Andover- 
area people, Dole went on, in 
order not to be faced with a group 
that doesn’t want to relocate 
when, the time comes. But 
recruiting hasn’t been terribly 
successful, he said, because 
many people ‘‘aren’t too ex- 
cited’ to travel the 30-plus 
minutes to Waltham, even with 


t 


the promise of moving back here 
fairly soon. 

The employment situation at 
Western Electric in North An- 
dover, according to spokesman 
John Connors, is ‘‘stable.”’ 

“‘We’re looking for a couple of 
skills,’ he said this week, but 
added that the plant is at the 
level ‘‘we tend to be at,”’ 
numbers-wise. 

In other words, he said, ‘“‘we 
don’t anticipate any major reduc- 
tions or any major increases”’ in 
the work force of approximately 
10,000 today. 

Ellis, who added that he 
thought the Cressey - Dockham 
(IGA) warehouses at Lowell 
Junction would need some 300 
people when they begin operation 
next year, said he has asked the 
Division of Employment Security 
in Lawrence to identify exactly 
who. the unemployed are in the 
newly released statistics. 

A mini-survey in another part 
of the state, he said, revealed 
that only about 25 per cent of 
those receiving unemployment 
benefits were actually hard-core 
unemployed. 

About 25 per cent, he said, 
were secondary wage earners; 
about 10 per cent, highly skilled 
tradesmen who were between 
jobs; and another 10 to 15 per 
cent over 65 and able to draw 
benefits for a time, though they 
weren’t really looking for jobs. 
About 10 per cent, he said, were 
under 21, and eligible for only a

limited number of jobs. 

In the Greater Lawrence area, 
Ellis said, the unemployed could 
include a lot of people who work 
temporarily for IRS. Others, he 
said, might have a three - week - 
or - so layoff from a factory dur- 


- ing a slack period, but plan to go 


back. They’re not really eligible 
for another job, but they’re draw- 
ing unemployment. 

“T don’t really think there are 
that many trained people,” he 
said, ‘‘who are seeking full-time 
employment. 

He did say, however, that it is 
becoming necessary for com- 
panies in the area to become 
more innovative in hiring the 
secondary wage earners. For in- 
stance, he said, they could set up 
a9 to 3 work shift so that mothers 
could get their children off to 
school and then be home again 
when they returned - - companies 
also need to work out something 
for those over 65 who are still 
ready, willing and able to go to 
work after their benefit period 
runs out, he said. 

All in all, Ellis said, he was 
“very optimistic’ about the 
area’s future. 

Another indication of the bright 
business outlook, he said, is the 
fact that with the Methuen Mall 
open, retail business has not 
decreased in Downtown areas. 
He said the mall in itself will 
eventually provide 1500 jobs in its 
75 stores, and that most of those 
people will be hired locally. 


Employment Paradox Dominates 


The paradox of high employ- 
ment occurring simultaneously 
with high unemployment con- 
tinued to dominate the 
Massachusetts economy in 
September, according to Richard 
C. Gilliland, Director of the Divi- 
sion of Employment Security. 


Even though the increase in 
employment over the last twelve 
months was higher than in the 
two preceding years, the in- 
crease in the number of people 
seeking work was even greater. 


Director Gilliland noted that 
Massachusetts appears to be 
following national trends where 
the influx of adult women and 
teenagers accounts for three- 
quarters of this rapid increase in 
the number of persons seeking 
jobs. 

Employment increased by 53,- 
000 persons from September 1972 
to September 1973 as compared 
with a gain of 36,000 from 
September 1971 to September 
1972 and a decline of 10,000 in the 


, 1970-71 period. Despite this ma- 


jor advance in employment, un- 
employment also rose by 16,000 
persons due to an increase of 
nearly 69,000 in the work force

etc. Employment levels in 
manufacturing, much less sub- 
ject to wide seasonal swings, 
changed little from August to 
September but held the 20,000 
gain made over the past 12 
months. 


The number of persons un- 
employed in September was es- 
timated at 186,900 as compared 
with 200,200 in Sugust and 170,500 
in September 1972. When 
seasonal adjustments are taken 
into account, the adjusted un- 
employment rate for the state 
rose from 7.3 per cent in August 
to 7.5 per cent in September, 
slightly higher than the 7.1 per

By keeping your birds outside a 
window, you never have to 
change a paper in the bottom of a 
cage. 

At this season, it’s easy enough 
to keep a supply of birds outside 
the window. All one need do is 
buy a bag of wild bird feed at a 
supermarket, hardware or grain 
store. Toss out a couple pounds 
daily - - maybe only a half pound 
at today’s prices - - and you’re in 
the bird business. 

Much of the luck you may have 
in attracting birds depends upon 
the location where you live. In 
the heart of a city, one cannot ex- 
pect too much. One never knows, 
however. Birds show up at unex- 
pected places. Wherever you 
live, do not expect the instant 
appearance of a flock of birds 
following seed scattering. 
Sometimes it requires a couple of 
weeks for birds to discover that 
your home equals a steady supply 
of free seeds. 

Since birds seldom visit garden 
shops, most of them are not 
familiar with the mass-produced 
bird feeder. They are willing to 
eat seed placed on any cleared 
area. Some place similar to your 
porch, for instance. A bird feeder 
probably pays for itself, 
however, in the grain it saves 
from being blown away. When 
snow falls, the bird feeder es- 
pecially is valuable since it keeps 
the grain supply from being 
covered. 

In general, birds appear in 
greatest valume early in the 
morning. Make a practice of fill- 
ing the bird feeder each evening 
after dark. Then the outfit is 


‘ready to work at dawn’s early 


light. If snow falls overnight, the 
early morning grain supply is 
very important. Birds need an 
immediate supply of food to cope 
with weather that threatens to 
freeze or starve them. 

If possible, place the bird 
feeder near shrubs or other cover 
that birds can duck into quickly. 
A nearby safe retreat gives them 
confidence - - and guarantees 
that they will find your food supp- 
ly more quickly. 

Many years - - particularly in 
this era of affluence - - one can

bring great news of something 
new that can be fed to birds. Un- 
fortunately, this year the only 
news is the price for grain - - it’s 
gone sky-high. Thistle seed is 
more expensive than a pillow 
stuffed with the fuzz off of 
peaches. Regular wild bird feed 
mixes and sunflower seeds have 
responded to the devaluation of 
the dollar. 

The constant reference to grain 
should give you a hint that the 
birds you most likely may attract 
will be grain-eating types: 
various sparrows, goldfinches, 
blue jays, chickadess, evening 
grosbeaks, and so forth. 

One may broaden the array of 
window-side birds by hanging a 


suet stick or a bag of suet to a * 


tree limb near the window. It will 
attract woodpeckers and supple- 
ment the feeding of chickadees 
and nuthatches. Or, if you prefer, 
you may smear peanut butter 
into holes bored into a two-by- 
four and hang it below a tree 
limb. Perhaps your neighbors 
will insist that peanut butter 
chokes birds. They will recom- 
mend mixing cornmeal or 
oatmeal with the peanut butter 
The mixture may increase tt.e 
food value of the peanut butter, 
but it is doubtful that straight 
peanut butter harms birds. In 
any event, suet feeds birds about 
the same caluries as peanut 
butter and peanut butter has the 
disadvantage of attracting 
squirrels to the feeder. 


If you have an oil furnace, the 
burners should ‘be adjusted at 
least once a year to prevent 
wasted fuel.

used to be called a morning 
room. These were bright little 
spots where madame would have 
her second cup of coffee, 
perhaps, while she opened her 
morning mail and planned the 
day’s activities. Often a bright 
area with a large window was 
chosen for this purpose, to start 
the day in a pleasant at- 
mosphere. If access to an out- 
door patio or garden was not 
available, Mother nature would 
be invited indoors through the 
lavish use of plants. 

Today’s city version of a room 
with a similar purpose incor- 
porates many of the same 
elements. In a city apartment, 
there is often a small area to 
work with just inside the 
apartment’s entrance. A light, 
bright, early-morning feeling can 
be achieved through white lac- 
quer over hardwood. On 
hardwood floors, you can apply 
white lacquer, rubbed down 
between several applications to 
achieve just the right balance of 
whiteness while letting the 
natural grain pattern of the wood 
show through. For a touch of 
nature, walls panelled in pecky 
cypress, a hardwood with an in- 
teresting natural grain pattern 
and broad peck marks, bring the 
outdoors inside. White lacquer on 
these walls adds a feeling of 
spaciousness to the small area. 

According to the Hardwood 
Institute, hardwood furnishings 
such as these are easy-care items 
whether used in small or large 
areas. In most homes, hardwood 
floors are given a penetrating 
seal type finish, and require 
waxing no more than two or 
three times a year, depending on 
traffic. With white lacquer, they 


are miraculous at hiding dust. - 


Hardwood furniture should be 
waxed no more often than the 
floors; after being cleaned witha 
cloth or sponge dampened in a 
solution of mild soap and warm 
water. After all the soap has been 
removed and the furniture is 
completely dry, apply a thin film 
of paste wax, applying in the 
same direction as the grain of the 
wood. After it has been per- 
mitted to set a few minutes, buff 
it with a clean, dry cloth, to bring 
your furniture to a lovely soft 
lustre. 

Textured, painted surfaces 
such an antiquing, should not be 
waxed.

Teaching 
Aids With 
High Marks 


From grade schools to 
graduate schools, educators are 
giving high marks to electronic 
teaching aids from the Bell 
System. 

One example is a telephone 
which enables a number of stu- 
dent groups and teachers to con- 
duct joint classes even though 
they are miles apart. 

Called the Portable Conference 
Telephone, it’s about twice the 
size of a convention phone. The 
phone includes built-in volume 
controls, microphone, and 
loudspeaker. Two extension 
micro-phones allow students at 
remote points in a classroom to 
converse with an instructor or 
guest lecturer. 

The convenience and economy 
of the Portable Conference 
Telephone has led to its use in 
adult education, school-to-home 
instruction, teacher and board 
meetings, and a myriad of school 
administration functions. 

Thousands of instructional 
hours per month have already 
been logged with the Portable 
Conference Telephone by schools 
in many states. Users have in- 
cluded: certain public schools in 
New York State; University of 
West Virginia; Vanderbilt 
Medical School in Nashville, 
Tenn.; University of Illinois; 
Cornell University, and Universi- 
ty of Minnesota. 

To add another dimension - 
sight as well as sound - Bell Labs 
engineers have been testing 
systems which some day may 
add to ‘“‘remote blackboard’’ ad- 
junct to the Portable Conference 
Telephone. Besides hearing an 
instructor’s remarks and asking 
questions, students would be able 
to watch the instructor’s 
chalkboard notations. 

In such an arrangement, 
telephone lines transmit signals 
representing blackboard 
markings as detected by a 
special electronic blackboard. At 
the receiving location, coded 
telephone signals’ are 
reconverted and displayed on a 
TV monitor or on a slide projec- 
tion screen. A trial at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois will begin next spr- 
ing. 
In another development, Bell 
Labs has found a less expensive 
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way of using computers to help 
teach elementary school children 
to read. 

With pre-programmed courses 
the computer, like a private 
tutor, leads the student through a 
reading or math course at an in- 
dividualized learning rate. 

In the Bell Labs experiment, 
students use a Touch-Tone 
telephone to access the com- 
puter, instead of the expensive 
computer terminal. This system 
can simultaneously help many 
pupils improve their reading 
skills. 

The pupil dials a minicomputer 
and spells his name. The com- 
puter recognizes the name and 
begins the appropriate drill, in- 
structing or querying the student 
by means of a computer- 
controlled voice. The pupil 
answers questions in a special 
workbook by pressing the ap- 
propriate buttons.on the Touch- 
Tone dial. 

After a year of evaluation at a 
Red Bank, .N. J. primary school, 
controlled comparisons have 
shown distinct improvement in 
reading skills attributable to the 
Bell Labs system. 

Through the Portable 
Conference Telephone, remote 
blackboard and computer-aided 
instruction the Bell System is 
meeting the challenges of 
providing new services for 
educational communications.

And in a home, 
where real life people live, 
repairability will be an impor- 
tant factor in the longevity of 
your furniture. 

The material your furniture is 
made of will be the top factor in 
its.repairability and therefore in 
its ultimate value. Some fur- 
niture is inexpensive because of 
the material with which it is 
made, but don’t forget that if the 
piece becomes damaged, and the 
material cannot be repaired, 
you'll be paying a double price 
when you have to replace the fur- 
niture. 

According to Bernard 
Gladstone, Home Improvement 
Editor of The New York Times 
(and author of ‘‘The New York 
Times Complete Manual of 
Home Repair’’), no material is 
completely indestructable, 
although some claim to be resis- 
tant to damage. For example, 
certain table- and counter-tops 
claim to be inpervious to heat 
and fire. Yet every homemaker 
knows better than to place a 
casserole dish straight from the 
oven, on top of one of these 
plastics, no matter how 
“resistant’’ it may be. If the 
temperature is high enough 
almost anything will burn, and 
with the plastics, the burn mark 
or bubble will be irremovable. On 
the other hand, if the counter top 
is hardwood, as with the popular 
butcher-block style that uses a 
thick slab of oak or maple, the 
burn can be removed either with 
steel wool, or with sandpaper, 
depending on the extent of the 
damage. 

In buying antique or second 
hand furniture, Mr. Gladstone 
Suggests you ‘‘know your 
woods.’’ If your purchase is 
made of genuine hardwood, he 
says, (such as ash, oak, maple, 
walnut, mahogany, pecan or 
cherry), you can be sure it has 
““repairability.”” Hardwood fur- 
niture can be cleaned and sanded 
down to remove cuts, scratches, 
nicks, gouges and layers of old 
paints and finishes. Clean breaks 
can often by glued together with 
their rough surface sanded over 
so the scar doesn’t show. Even 
whole sections of hardwood fur- 
niture (missing legs or chair 
backs) can be replaced easily 
ans inexpensively, to match the 
old.

is a ‘given’ as far as I’m con- 
cerned,’’ Seifert said, and asked, 
“You are saying you will not 
finance what we are 
suggesting?’’ The answer 
appeared to be yes. 

Lane said he would like to see 
what could be cut out of the 
system, or what cutting the es- 
timated $400,000, would mean in 
terms of educational pursuits. 

“If we took the projected in- 
crease of $310,000 in expenses, 
Seifert said, ‘‘we couldn’t even 
meet the contractual needs of the 
custodians and secretaries 
without surpassing your 
guidelines.”’ 

William King said that the 
committee needs a breakdown 
showing contractual obligations. 
“Clearly, he said, we can’t con- 
tinue to eat contractual needs by 
shuffling other needs, as we did 
last year.”’ 

He said it would be a ‘‘tough 
spot’’ if expenses had to be cut by 
cutting teachers, and said it 
‘could mean that we would have 
a very few very highly paid 
teachers to run our system all by 
themselves.”’ 

“This is a strange way toruna 
railroad,” he said.
